yet reached port. 
General Passenger Agent Treyvoux of the 
French line said that the company had no 
fears for La Champagne. They believed 
she was coming in under half steam. Cap- 
tain Thalenhorst reports light weather dur- 
ing his entire voyage. Many theories were 
advanced by those on the French pier this 
morning as to the probable cause of La 
Champagne’s tardiness. The accident to 
the missing vessel's sister ship La Gascogne, 
three years ago, was recalled and the opin- 
ion that the La Champagne’s machinery 
had been disabled was generally accepted. 

Usually La Champagne makes the trip 
from Havre in seven days. None of the 
| transatlantic liners which arrived this week 

had sighted the Frenchman, though all of 
them follow the same path. Those who

Ensign Powelson Finds the Keel 


Bent Upward. 


HIS EVIDENCE CONCLUSIVE.

theory that there will be no war and no out- 
break has arranged his affairs so that be 
may leave on short notice. That does not 
indicate a lack of faith in his theory so much 
as a lack of confidence in the Spanish pop- 
ulace. Their fury might be dircted against 
Captain General Blanco and his associatcs 
„Who represent the policy of autonomy. 
A demonstration begun in that manner 
might take a wide range and end in an en- 
gagement with the Yankee warships. Should 
the efforts of the two governments fail to 
avert hostilties Americans in Cuba will not 
wait for formal declarations from either 
government, but will leave a little earlier. 
Many of them would rather make a return 
trip. In the uncertain event of war it is 
presumed the consular archives, which 
could not be removed, woyld be placed in 
the custody of Consuls répresenting other 
nations. Citizens of the United States who 
remained on the island would undoubtediy 
be accorded the protection of other con- 
sulates, but if mob violence became rampant 
it might be a question how far these rep- 
resentatives of European countries could 
afford physical protection. | 

Not many born Americans are in Cuba now. 
A greater number of them would undoubt- 
edly be able to leave before the trouble be- 
came serious. With th Cubans naturalized 
as citizens of the United States the case is 
different. Most of them have families, and 
they are unable to get away. During a re- 
cent trip through the central part of the 
island I found the American Consuls and the 
naturalized Cubans had been thinking of this 
matter, which for them is a very serious one. 
They are not so apprehensive as they would 
have been two or three months ago. The 
reason is that every element in the popula- 
tion now understands what will be the result 
if Spain gets into trouble with the United 
States. They are all looking for American 
protection in the future. On that account 
the disposition is to do nothing that will be 
treasured up against them. This is emphat- 
ically told of the Spanish property-owners. 


Depth of Spanish Ignorance. 

But there is always danger from the ig- 
norant Spanish populace, and the depth of 
the popular ignorance does not seem 10 be 
graspe in the United States Tne grevest 
fear is from the guerrillas, or local volun- 
teer forces, who have been made part of the 
regular Spanish troops. The guerrillas com- 
mitted some of the atrocities of whic’ the 
helpless pavificos were the victims. They 
are capable of committing similar excesses 
in a period of anarchy, and are a tremen- 
dously dangerous force. However, there is 
one restricting faction among them. They 
know enough to look to the future and to 
seen avcidance of the hanging that should 
be meted to them. To save their necks 
thev may refrain from excesses. Somo will 
probably make overtures to the insurgents.

From the troops the Cubans in the interior 
have little fear. Should hostilities arise they 
would necessarily be lost to the coast tuwns.

Some Political Features. 

In the uncertainty of relations with the 
United States the importance of the recent 
action of the autonomist party is overlooked. 
Its Central committee has formally ap- 
proved of the plan which is a confession of 
the failure of the present scheme of auton- 
omy, and offers to concede everything to the 
insurgents except the withdrawal of the 
Spanish flag. The significance lies in the 
fact that Govin, a member of the autonomist 
cabinet, was a leading spirit in the meeting 
and offered a resolution for trea: ing with the 
insurgents which included a series of prop- 
ositions outlined by Giberga two weeks ago, 
when the radical autonomist cabinet was 
formed. These cover everything but inde- 
pendence. These autonomists have no uu- 
thority to represent Spain in the negotiations 
and give no guarantee that Spain would 
yield the concessions offered. The relation 
is in one sense an answer to the complaint 
from Madrid that the autonomist cabinet 
was doing nothing to bring the insurgents to 
recognition. 

If the negotiations are ever actually 
opened with the insurgents by Govin and 
the radical autonomists no proposition will 
be rejected. They can then determine their 
course. Some of the autonomist officials in 
the interior of the island who accepted 
office under the promise that they would 
be able to feed their starving Cuban country- 
men and who have been unable to do so, 
would undoubtedly embrace the opportunity 
to resign. If the insurgents gave attention 
to the proposition of the radical autonomists 
they would undoubtedly treat it as a trick 
to secure their acquiescence in the elec- 
The intransigeantes are still hostile to the 
government. Among them the Maine in- 
quiry is adding to the smothered anti-Amer- 
ican feeling. The authorities profess their 
ability to hold it in check. 


HAS INSPECTED CUBAN WATERS. 


Captain A. 8. Crowninshield, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, on a 
Secret Mission. 


New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says 

Captain A. 8. Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, former commanding 
officer of the Maine, has been inspecting the 
sea about Cuba. He has gone over a large 
portion. of the waterways embraced in the 
plan of naval operations against the Span- 
ish fleet, held in the secret archives, of the 
naval intelligence office. He has personally 
made a secret. examination of the port of 
Matanzas, as well as of Santiago and Port 
Antonio. He has been as far east as San Do- 
mingo, from which point a cursory inspec- 
tion is said to have been made of Mole St. 
Nicholas, where the United States has the 
right of a coaling station. 

The revelation of his secret mission is 
the most important news of the day.

Courtesy Extended by the American

CUBAN POLITICAL MEASURES. 


Central Committee of Autonomists to 
Be Increased—Negotiations and 
Desultory Fighting.

Havana, Feb. 24.—At an important meet- 
ing of the Central committee of autonomists 
Sefior Govin, Secretary of the Interior, pro- 
posed an amendment increasing the com- 
mittee from forty to fifty-five. The fifteen 
new members will be taken from emigrants 
to the United States and insurgents of prom- 
inence-who agree to support autonomy. The 
amendment was adopted by a large major- 
ity, fifteen among whom were Reformists.

next month. It is believed that the Radicals 
will carry the election and demand a more 
liberal constitution. The meeting is regard- 
ed as the first political battle of the cam- 
paign and the results are highly important, 
because, if the insurgents decline the ex- 
tended hands of the Autonomists in a con- 
stitution securing practical independence, 
autonomy will fail in the eyes of the world 
and nothing will remain except the Spanish 
flag and what it implies.

General Pando, after leaving Havana, 
spent several days at Puerto del Pedro, 
Province of Sant de Cuba. He sent 
emissaries to the insurgent leader, Capote, 
to negotiate a surrender, Pando having 
$7,000 for the purpose. It is claimed that he 
has not been able to find Capote and that 
consequently he went on to the City of San- 
tlago de Cuba, Manzanillo, and Santa Cruz, 
where he arrived last Saturday. On Sun- 
day morning, with a battalion of fresh sol- 
diers, he took the steamer for Manzanillo 
to commence operations in the field. 

The Infanta Battalion, under Major Pedro 
Rivas, left Candelaria, Province of Pinar del 
Rio, on Monday to recommoiter the Mulo 
Heights. No insurgents were found until 
the troops reached the heights, when sud- 
denly they were attacked by a large force 
under General Maria Rodriguez and Leader 
Perico Diaz and surrounded. A hot fight en- 
sued. Major Rivas was killed by shots in the 
mouth and heart. The Spanish column ef- 
fected a retreat after considerable loss. Its 
casualities, in addition to the loss of Major 
Rivas, were three officers ard forty-five men 
wounded. It is — there were others 
killed. The insurgent loss ‘s not yet known, 
but was probably small. 

On Saturday last a party of about forty 
guerrillas left a fort on a farm near Agua- 
cata, about 40 miles from this city, “ a3 was 
their custom,” to dine at a neighboring 
place. During the absence of the guerrillas 
a detachment of about fifteen insurgents 
occupied the fort and when the garrison e- 
turned from dinner the insurgents fell upon 
them with machetes and killed twenty-five 
out of the forty guerrillas. 

The remaining fifteen members of the gov- 
ernment force succeeded in escaping. 

As an illustration of the want prevailing in 
the immediate suburbs of Havana it is said 
that during the last six weeks two hundred 
patients have died of privation at the lunatic 
asylum at Mazerra. In that period the 
Autonomist Mayor of Havana has given the 
asylum only $1,000. The former Mayor gave 
it $4,000 a month with far fewer deaths. 

Under the surface there seems to be a 
deep feeling of unrest. No one believes that 
autonomy is or can be anything but a name, 
and there is a still more deep-rooted belief 
that the United 22 will not suffer the 
present condition of things to continue much 
longer. 

The insurgents have raided the Smith and 
Fisher plantation on the Canamabo, in the 
Trinidad district, and killed one and wound- 
ed five of the defenders, who numbered only 
seven. They burned all the buildings but 
the dwelling of Mr. Smith, and, according 
to the Spanish account of the affair, took 
away or destroyed $200,000 worth of pro- 
visions and merchandise and got $4,000 in 
money.

DEPEW CALLS FOR THE TRUTH. 


Says the Country Wants to Know Just 
What Caused the Great : 
Disaster. 


New York, Feb. 24.—A thousand represent- 
ative people gathered at the Metropolitan 
Opera-House this afternoon to bid for the 
boxes and seats for the performance on 
Sunday night next for the benefit of the 
families of the sailors and marines who lost 
their lives on the battleship Maine. 
Chauncey M. Depew made a speech previous 
to the sale, in which he said: 

“Tt is many years since the country stood 


as the present. We stand in the attitude of 
saying to the President: ‘We wish you 
fearlessly and without favor to. friend or 
foe to examine into and tell us what caused 
the death of these seamen, our brothers.’ 
Our great ship went to Havana to protect 
American life and property. If called upon 
everyone on board was ready to lay down his

The sale netted $3,916. All of the parterre 
boxes were sold at prices ranging from $300 
to $30. Among the purchasers were Richard

CUBANS HOLD A MASS-MEETING. 


Insurgent Sympathizers in New York 
Celebrate the Third Anniver- 
gary of the Revolution. 


New York, Feb. 24.—The Chbans of this 
city held a mass- meeting at Chickering 
Hall tonight to celebrate the third anni- 
versary of the outbreak of the revolution. 
Conspicuous among the decorations was an 
American flag draped in mourning and fes- 
tooned with the flag of Cuba Libre. 

A number of speakers gave vent to some 
outbursts of fiery oratory. During an ad- 
dress by Sefior Enrique José Varona a 
flashing-eyed young Cuban giri called out: 
„ Death to the Spanish,” and the audience 
went wild with enthusiasm. There were 
shouts of Vive America” and “ Libre 
Cuba,” followed by cheers and much shout- 


ing. 

One of the supporters of the revolution 
in Cuba telegraphed from New Orleans that 
he could not be present, but that he would 
give 100 uniforms and money to the cause, 
Other messages of like character were re- 
ceived.

Law Passed at Springfield. 


- Expenses Is Five Per Cent. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 


and Senate today, provides for a board ot 
five Assessors for Cook County, a Board of 
Review to be elected by the people, an assess- 
ment of real estate once in four years, to be 
revised yearly. Property is to be listed at 
its fair cash value, one-fifth of which is to 
be used for purposes of taxation. The limit 
of taxation for current expenses is to be 5 
per cent of this assessed valuation of one- 
fifth of the fair cash value. The limit of the 
municipal indebtedness is fixed at 2% per 
cent of this same one-fifth valuation, pro- 


per t limitation of the constitution. In 
that case, the constitutional provision would 
control. 

As the bill came before the Conference 
committee this morning there was no limit 
to the amount of taxes which could be lev:ed 
for current expenses. The committee, how- 
ever, adopted the Sherman resolution, which 
made the limit 5 per cent, and provides as 
follows: 

The rate of county taxes throughout the 
county shall be fixed by reducing the aggre- 
gate rate of taxation in the municipality or 
taxing district within the county in which 
such aggregate rate is the highest, to 6 per 
cent, by a pro rata reduction of all tne 
levies certified therein, exclusive of the 
State taxes. The rate of each of the other 
kinds of tax levies shall be fixed in the same 
manner, taking the highest rate of taxation 
in any part of the municipality or other 
taxing district, or part thereof, as the basis 
of ascertaining the rate of taxation to be 
levied by such municipality or taxing dis- 
trict, and making the rate of taxation within 
-the limits thereof uniform, and reducing the 
Aggregate rate of taxation in each district in 
which it exceeds 5 per cent to 5 per cent. 

“In ascertaining the aggregate rate of 
taxation and reducing the same under the 
foregoing provision, taxes certified or levied 
for school building purposes shall not be in- 
cluded or taken into account in any mannar 
or for any purpose. The limitations herein 
contained shall apply only to assessments of 
property made under the provisions of this 


The new revenue law will go into effect 
July 1 next. The measure is practically an 
entire revision of the revenue code. Follow- 
ing is a summary of its important provisions: 


under township organization the County 
Treasurer shall be ex-officio County Assessor. 
The county shall be divided into convenient 
assessment districts and a deputy assessor 
appointed for each district. In counties 
under township organization of less than 
125,000 inhabitants the County Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio Supervisor of Assessments 
in his county. He shall annually, on or be- 
fore the Ist day of April, assemble all the 
Assessors and their deputies for consulta- 
tion and shall give instruction tending to 
uniformity in their action. 

Any Assessor or deputy assessor refusing 
to observe the directions of the Supervisor 
of sments which shall be in accordance 
with law shall be fined not less than $50 
nor more than $500, or confined in the county 
jail not exceeding six months. The com- 
pensation of Township Assessors shall be as 
follows: In townships containing not less 
than 5,000 inhabitants they shall receive not 
less than $5 nor more than $10 per day; pro- 
vided that in townships containing more 
than 15,000 inhabitants additional éompen- 
sation may be allowed, the total not to ex- 
ceed $1,000; in counties containing less than 
5.000 inhabitants they shal! receive not less 
than $2.50 nor more than $5 per day. 

BOARD OF ASSESSORS.—In all counties 
containing 125,000 or more inhabitants there 
is created a Board of Assessors, consisting 
of five persons, not more than four of whom 
shall be residents of any one city. The fifst 
Board of Assessors shall be elected at the 
regular county election in the present year. 
Their terms of office shall commence Jan. 
1, 1899. They shall hold office two for two 
years, two for four years, and one for six 
years. Their successors shall hold office for 
six years, one or two, as the case may be, 
being elected every two years. Such 
Assessors shall hold no other lucrative pub- 
lis office or public employment. The mem- 
bers of the first board shall determine by 
lot which of them shall hold the respective 
terms. The chairman of the board shall be 
the member having the shortest term to 
serve. In years when two persons shall be 
eligible to the chairmanship the question 
shall be settled by lot. Each Assessor shall 
receive a salary of $3,600 per annum, to be 
paid monthly from the County Treasury. 
Vacangies on the board may be filled tem- 
porarily by the Board of Review. The Bourd 
of Assessors shall have power to employ a 
chief clerk and such other clerical help as 
may be necessary, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Review as to the number 
thereof. The compensation of the chief 
élerk, fixed by the Board of Assessors sub- 
ject to the approval 6f the Board of Re- 
view, shall not exceed $10 per day for each 
working day. 

DEPUTY ASSESSORS.—In all townships 
in such cities not lying wholly®within the 
limits of one city the Township Assessor 
shall be ex-officio the Deputy Assessor to 
make the assessment in the township 
wherein he is elected. Any necessary addi- 
tional Deputy Assessors shall be residents 
and legal voters of such township, and shall 
be nominated by the Board of Auditors of 
such township and appointed by the Board 
of Assessors only upon such nomination, 
and the Assessors so appointed shall act 
under the supervision of the ex-officiv 
Deputy Town Assessors. 

Every Assessor and Supervisor of Assess- 
ments is required to give a bond for not less 
than $2,000, the sum to be fixed by the County 
board. In counties of less than 125,000 in- 
habitants the bond shall be not more than 
$500. An oath is prescribed for every Asses- 
sor and Deputy Assessor. Any Assessor or 
Deputy Assessor or Supervisor of Assess- 
ments, or other person whose duty it is to 
assess property who shall et use or neglect 
to perform any duty required of him by law 
or consent to or connive at any evasion of 
the law shall be finéd not less than $100 nor 
more than $5,000, and imprisoned in the 
county jail not exceeding one year, and shall 
be liable upon his bond to the party injured 
for damages sustained. 

The Board of Assessors shall have power to 
appoint as many suitable persons as in their 
judgment are necessary to act as deputies, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Re- 
view as to the number and time of service. 
The compensation of deputies to be fixed by 
the board shall not exceed $5 a day. All 
property in this State shall be subject to as- 
sessment and taxation as provided by the 
general revenue laws, except such property 
as may be exempt by such general laws 
from taxation. 

LISTING OF PROPERTT.—All property 
subject to taxation shall be listed and as- 
sessed at the place and in' the manner re- 
quired by law, with reference to ownership, 
amount, kind, and value on the first day 
of April in the year fur which the property 
is required to be listed, including all prop- 
erty purchased on that day.

In making such assess- 
ment he shall set down his valuation of 
improved tracts and lots in one column 
and his value of unimproved tracts and 
lots in another column. He shall also be- 
tween the first day of April and the first day 
of June in each intervening year, list and 
assess In like manner all real property 
which shall become taxable and which is 
not upon the general assessment and also 
make and return a list of all new or added 
buildings, structures,‘ or other improve. 
ments pf any kind, the value of which shall 
not have been previously added to or in. 
cluded in the valuation of the tract or lot

On or 8 the first day of June in each 
year other than the year of the general 
assessment the Assessor shall determine 
the amount, in his opinion, of any change 
in the value of any tract or lot of land, if 
any such change has taken place and is 
not already entered in the assessment books, 
and add to or deduct from the assessment 
accordingly. Personal property shall be 
assessed annually on the first day of April. 

PERSONAL PROPERTY.—The Assessor 
is required to furnish to every property- 
owner a printed blank schedule, which is 
to be filled out with — 3 ot the 
personal property owne y such persons, 
The — spain shall make oath to the 
correctness of the schedule. The Assessor 
shall determine and fix the fair cash value 
‘of all items of personal property, includ- 
ing all grain on hand on the Ist day of April, 
and set down the same, as well as the 
amounts of notes, accounts, bonds, and 
moneys in a column, headed “ full value,” 
and ascertain and assess the same at one- 
fifth part thereof, and set down said one- 
fifth part in a column headed “ assessed 
value,” which last amount shall be the 
assessed value for all purposes of taxation. 
The fair cash value of real property: shall 
be estimated at the price it would bring 
at a fau voluntary sale in the due course of 
trade. Two columns are provided for, as 
in cases of personal property, the assessed 
value to be one-fifth of the full value. The 
same rule is prescribed for the State Board 
of Equalization. The one-fifth value of 
all property so ascertained and set down 
shall be the assessed value for all purposes 
of taxation, limitation of taxation, and lim- 
itation of indebtedness prescribed in the 
constitution or in the statute. 

If any person shall refuse to make the 
required schedule or subscribe and swear 
to the same the Assessor shall list the prop- 
erty of such person according to his best 
knowledge, information, and judgment at 
its fair cash value, and shall add to the val- 
uaticn of such list an amount equal to 50 
per cent of such valuation. Whoever shall 
willfully swear falsely to any schedule shall 
de guilty of perjury and shall be punished 
accordingly. Any Assessor failing to have 
the schedule subscribed and sworn to or 
failing to note the fact that the person 
refuses to subscribe and swear to the sched- 
ule, shall be fined not less than $100 nor 
more than 88,000. 

REVISING ASSESSMENT IN COOK 
COUNTY.—In counties having a Board of 
Assessors (Cook County) the board shall 
meet on the first Monday of June in each 
year for the purpose of revising the assess- 
ment of real property, and on the third Mon- 
day of June of each year for the purposé 
of revising the assessment of personal prop- 
erty. The office of the Board of Assessors 
—— de open all the year during business 

urs. 

PUBLICATION.— The general assessment 
shall be published in some newspaper in the 
county, the cost of publication not to exceed 
three cents per name. In Cook County the 
assessment shall be published in pamphlet 
form by election precincts in lien of news- 
paper publication, a copy of the pamphlet to 
be delivered to every taxpayer. The changes 
in the real éstate assessment and the entire 
personal property assessment shall be pub- 


lished annually. 


REVIEW OF ASSESSMENT.—In coun- 
ties under township organization of less than 
125,000 inhabitants the Clerk of the County 
Court, the chairman of the County board, 
and some citizen resident of the county, to 
be appointed by the County Judge on or be- 
fore June 1 of each year, shall constitute a 
Board of Review to review the assessments 
made by the County Supervisor of Assess- 
ments. In counties not under township or- 
ganization the Board of County Commission- 
ers shall constitute the Board of Review. 

ELECTIVE BOARD OF REVIEW.—In 
counties containing 125,000 or more inhab- 
itants there shall be elected at the regular 
county election in the year 1898 a Board of 
Review, consisting of three persons, whose 
terms of office shall commence on the ist 
day of January next following, and shall 
be two, four, and six yeara respectively and 
until their successors shall be elected and 
shall qualify. At every regular county elec- 
tion occurring thereafter there shall be 
elected a member of the Board of Review to 
succeed the one whose term shall expire 
that year, and whose term of office shall be 
six years and until his successor shall be 
and The 


vote shall be mpleted. They shall 
hold no other h. . ‘ive public office or pub- 
lic employment. Each member before en- 
tering upon the duties of his office shall take 
and subscribe the oath provided for by law. 
At the first meeting of the Board of Review 
they shall determine by lot which of the 
members thereof shall hold office for the 
respective terms. Each member shall re- 
ceive as compensation such sum as may be 
fixed by the County board, to be paid out 
of the County Treasury. In case of any 
vacancy in said board or the failure of any 
person-elected to that office to qualify, the 
Judge of the County Court shall appoint a 
person to fill such vacancy until his suc- 
cessor shall be elected and shall qualify, the 
member having the shortest term to serve 
shall be the chah.man of such board. Each 
member of the Board of Review is required 
to take an oath. 

BOARD MEETS IN JULY.—The Board of 
Review shall meet on or before the second 
Monday in July in each year for the pur- 
pose of revising the assessment of property. 
At such meeting the Board of Review, upon 
epplication of any taxpayer or upon their 
own motion, may revise the entire assess- 
ment or any part thereof of any taxpayer 
and correct the same as shall appear to them 
to be just, but in none of the cases provided 
for in this act shall the assessment of the 
property of any person be increased unless 
such person or his agents, if either be resi- 
dent or has a place of business in the county, 
shall first have been notified in writing and 
been given, an opportunity to be heard. 
Such meeting may be adjourned from day 
to day ag may be necessary. 

DUTIES OF THE BOARD.—The Board of 
Review shall, first, assess all property sub- 
ject to assessment which shall not have been 
assessed by the Assessors. The Board of Re- 
view may make such alterations in the 
declaration of real or personal property as it 
shall deem necessary. 

Second, on complaint in writing of any 
person or corporation that his or its prop- 
erty has been assessed to high, they shall re- 
view the assessment and correct the sameas 
shall appear to be just; provided, such com- 
plaint shall have been made on or before 
the first Monday of August. The board 
also, upon its own motion, may increase, re- 
duce, or otherwise adjust the assessment of 
any individual or corporation, and shall 
have full power over the assessment of-any 
individual or corporation, and may do any- 
thing in regard thereto that the Assessors 
might and could originally have done, but 
no assessment shall be increased until the 
person or corporation to be affected shall 
have been notified and given an opportunity 
to be heard, except as he er pro- 


vided.

view of hia approval of its decision, and the 
board shall correct the assessment accord- 
ingly. But if the Auditor is satisfied that 
such property is liable to taxation he shall 
advise the board of his objection to its de- 
cision and give notice to said board that he 
will apply to the Supreme Court specifying 
to what term thereof for an.order to set 
aside and remove the decision of the Board 
of Review. ath 

Upon receipt of such notice the clerk shall 
not the person making the application 
aforesaid. It shall be the duty of the 
Auditor to then file in the Supreme Court a 
certified statement of the facts certified by 
the clerk as aforesaid, together with his 
objection thereto, and the court shall hear 
and determine the matter, as the right of 
the case may be. If the Board of Review 
shall decide that property so claimed to be 
exempt is Mable to be taxed, and the party 
aggrieved at the time shall pray an appeal, a 
brief statement in the case shall be made by 
the clerk, under the direction of the board, 
and transmitted to the Auditor, who shall 
present the case to the Supreme Court in 
like manner, as hereinbefore provided. In 
each case the collection of the tax shall not 
be delayed thereby, but in case the property 


is decided to be exempt the tax shall be 
abated and refunded. 
PENALTIES RESCRIBED.—Any As- 


sessor or Deputy Assessor or member of 
the Board of Review of Assessments or 
Board of Equalization or other persons 
whose duty it is to assess property for tax- 
ation or equalize any such assessments who 
shall refuse or willfully neglect any duty 
required of him by law, or who shall con- 
sent to or connive at any evasion of the 
provisions of this act whereby any proper- 
ty required to be assessed shall be unlaw- 
fully exempt in whole or in part, or the 
valuation thereof be set down at more or 
less than is required by law, shall, upon con- 
yiction, be fined for each offense not less 
than $100 nor more than $5,000 or impris- 
oned in the county jail not exceeding one 
year, or both imprisoned and fined, at the 
discretion of the court; he shall also be 
liable upon his bond to the party injured 
for all damage sustained by such party as 


above provided, and shall also be removed ; 


from office by the Judge of the court before 
whom he is tried and convicted. 

COUNTY CLERK TO FIX THE RATE 
The County Clerk shall estimate and de- 
termine the rate per cent upon the proper 
valuation of the property in the respective 
towns, townships, districts, and incorporat- 
ed cities, towns, and villages in their coun- 
ties that will produce within the proper 
divisions of such counties not less than 
the net amount of the several sums shall 
be required by the County board or certi- 
fied to them according to law. 

In counties containing 125,000 or more 
inhabitants the amount to which any coun- 
ty, city, township, school district, or other 
municipal corporation shall be allowed to 
become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose shall not hereafter exceed 2% per 
cent on the assessed value of the taxable 
property therein, to be ascertained by the 
last assessment for State and county taxes 
previous to the incurring of such indebt- 
edness. 

In any municipality or taxing district in 
any county or counties containing a popula 
tion of 125,000 or more inhabitants, in which 
the aggregate of the levies or taxes certified 
to the County Clerk exceeds 5 per cent, a 
reduction shall be made by the County 
Clerk in the taxes so certified, so as to re- 
duce the aggregate of such taxes to 5 per 
cent in the manner following: 

RATE OF COUNTY TAXES.—The rate of 
county taxes throughout the county shall be 
fixed by reducing the aggregate rate of taxa- 
tion in the municipality or taxing district 
within the county in which such aggregate 
rate is the highest to 5 per cent by a pro 
rata reduction of all the levies certified 
therein, exclusive of the State taxes. The 
rate of each of the other kinds of tax levies 
shall be fixed in the same manner, taking the 
highest rate of taxation in any part of the 
municipality or other taxing district, or 
part thereof, as the basis of ascertaining 
the rate of taxation to be levied. by such 
municipality or taxing district and making 
the rate of taxation within the limits there- 
of uniform, and reducing the aggregate rate 
of taxation in each district in which it ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent to 5 per cent. 

SCHOOL EUILDINGS NOT INCLUD- 
ED.—In ascertaining the aggregate rate of 
taxation and reducing the same under the 
foregoing provision taxes certified or levied 
for school building purposes shall not be 
included or taken into account in any man- 
ner or for any purpose. The limitations 
herein contained shall apply only to as- 
sessments of property made under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION.— 
The State Board of Equalization shall here- 
after assemble annually on the first Tuesday 
after the tenth day of September. The 
State Board of Equalization may so lower 
or raise the total assessed value of prop- 
erty in any county as returned by the 
County Clerk as shall make the property 
in such county bear a just relation to the 
assessed value of property in other counties 
of the State. Provided, that the total 
amount of such decrease or increase shall 
not exceed 10 pef cent of the total assessed 
value of all property in the State as re- 
turned for purposes of taxation. 

All the provisions of the general revehue 
law in force prior to the taking effect of 
this act shali remain in force and be ap- 
plicable to the assessment of property and 
collection of taxes except insofar as by this 
act is otherwise expressly provided 


OFFICIALS DISCUSS THE BILLS. 


Passage of the Revenue and Death of 
the Police Measure Bring Hap- 
piness to the City Hall. 


City officials are greatly pleased with the 
passage of the new revenue bill and the 
knowledge that the metropolitan police 
measure is dead. The report that the Legis- 
lature had adjourned caused general re- 
joicing in the City Hall. 

In speaking of the matter Mayor Harri- 
son said: 

Any revenue law is welcome that will in- 
crease the city’s resources. As I understand 
it, under the new revenue law much will 
depend upon the work of the Assessors. 
Unless the assessed valuation is raised the 
city may be worse off than it is now. So far 
as the metropolitan police measure is con- 
cerned I never had any fear that it would 
become a law. It was practically killed at its 
birth. It was justly unpopular and de- 
served its fate.” 

Corporation Counsel Thornton sald: 

„ Everybody should be glad that the spe- 
celal session is over. The revenue bill is a 
meritorious measure and I believe it will 
give satisfaction. The metropolitan police 
bill should be allowed to sleep forever.“ 

Controller Waller was reticent. 
care to discuss the effect of the new revenue 
law on city flnances,“ he said, until Ihave 
had time to carefully study the measure. 
Any law which will increase the city’s reve- 
nue is desirable.”’ 

In speaking of the police bill Chief of Po- 
lice Kipley said: 

“So the police bill is dead, is it? You can 
say that I am not sorry. The measure was 
unpopular and should never have been seri- 
ously considered.“

Tum Moniteur Vinicale has recently 
printed some interesting statistics bearing 
upon the French vintage of 1897. Although 
about 80 per cent short of the vintage of 
1800 it is about equal to the average yield of 
the last ten or twelve years. The acreage of 
vineyards for 18% was 4,222,832, as against 
4,321,080 for 1896, and the yſeld in gallons for 
180 was 727,791,241, as against 1,004,762,420 
for 1806. The average yield, however, of the 
last ten years has been between 730,000,000 
and 721,000,000 gallons, while the acreage 
has steadily year by year fallen from 4.800, 
000 im 1887 to 4,222,325 in 1897. Another in- 
teresting fact in this connection is this, that 
the 38,500,000 French people drink the entire 
730,000,000 gations in the cou*ge of the year 

and 120,000,000 galions more of imported 
wines, or, a per capita consumption of more 
than 22 gallons per anfhum, ‘or which they 
pay on an average about 22 cents per gal- 
jon. The imports ot wine into France large- 
ly exceed its exports, being for the first ten 
months of 1897, imperts, 131,832,500 gallons; 
exports, 83,480,000 gallons. | 


Tun New York Times presents some sig- 
nificant figures bearing upon the grain ex- 
port trade of that city as compared with 
other exporting points on the Atlantic 
coast. These show that while in the last 
seven months the exports of grain and 
breadstuffs from that city have increased 
GQ per cent, as compared with three other 
prominent export points they have declined. 
The ‘other points, with their rate of in- 
crease, are as follows: Baltimore, 72 per 
cent; Newport News, 60 per cent; and Phil- 
adelphia, 106 per cent. The cities whose in- 
crease falls behind that of New York are 
Boston (156 per cent) and Norfolk (20 per 
cent). There would seem to be some spe- 
glal reason for the remarkable drift of trade 
through Baltimore and Philadelphia, that 
of the former during the last seven months 
having risen from a little over one-half of 
that of New York in 1897 to about two- 
thirés in 1898. The Times is anxious to

It will be seen that just one month has 
elapsed since the battleship Maine entered 
Havana— month fraught with stirring 
events and sorrowful results. In that time 
the nation has been shocked by a disaster— 
whether originating in accident or crime— 
to one of its arms of public defense such 
as has not occurred since our late civil war. 
It has seen one of the most magnificent 
vessels of the American navy, in a moment 
and in time of peace, reduced to a useless. 
hulk, and two-thirds of those who, a few 
moments before, had walked its deck in 
fancied security carried to the most horri- 
ble of deaths. The funeral dirge at Ha- 
vana from day to day has told the story 
of hundreds of lives of the nation’s brave 
defenders sacrificed—torn in pieces without 
warning, with blistered and mangled bodies 
and limbs, or helpless in their imprison- 
ment, sinking to the bottom of the harbor. 

Wulle the officers and crew of the Maine 
were undoubtedly prepared for any emer- 
gency, as their duty required, the treatment 
they had received and the professions of 
friendship with which they had been met 
were calculated to disarm suspicion and 


| curring no extraordinary ‘peril. Though 
representing a branch of their nation’s de- 
fense, their mission was a peaceful one 
and could only become hostile in case they 
were compelled to act in self-defense and in 
the protection of the rights of their country 
and its citizens. 

The government has acted wisely in ask- 
ing a suspensidn of the public judgment in 
reference to the cause of the great calam- 
ity until the court of inquiry now engaged 
in its investigation shall have completed i 
labors at least far enough to furnish - 
elusive evidence upon which to base an 
opinion. There has been a disposition 
meanwhile to give the Spanish authorities 
the full benefit of any doubts created by 
their protestations of freedom from all re- 
sponsibility for the catastrophe. Even yet 
there is a disposition to believe that they 
may have been ignorant of a crime, al- 
though this has not been increased by their 
haste in making an official report upon the 
ease after an investigation necessarily su- 
perficial and partial, 

As the official investigation by our own’ 
board of inquiry progresses there seems to 
have been a constantly accumulating mass 
of evidence going to prove that the disaster 
was due to outside causes instead of any 
defect or accident within the hull of the 
vessel itself. These evidences do not imply 
any violation of the determination of the 
board to keep the results of its investigation 
secret until it is able to make its final re- 
port, but is due to the development of facts 
occurring simultaneously with the investi- 
gation. 

It is not necessary here to repeat the hor- 
rible story of suffering among Cuban non- 
combatants by the continuance of a war 
which, so far as.the Spanish authority is 
concerned, is hopeless of sticcessful results. 
That is an old story. If, however, the offi- 
cial investigation now in progress upon the: 
wreck shall determine that it was due to- 
either official or personal treachery on the 
part of any subject of Spain the duty of 
our government is plain. It cannot, with- 
out faithlessuess to the people which it rep- 
resents and to the interests of humanity, 
fail to demand protapt and complete indem- 
nification for every dollar's worth of prop- 
erty and every life thus horribly sacrificed. 
Then Spain should be required to withdraw 
permanently and finally from a field where 
its rule has been attended only with misery 
and disaster to its colonial subjects and ex- 
pense to its own people. The future of 
Cuba is a question with which it should 
have nothing more to do than with any 
other foreign soil. The ‘sland can be trust- 
ed to its own destiny—either as an inde- 
pendent state under an American protecto- 
rate or as an integral part of the American 
union—infinitely better than to the tender 
mercies of a power which has sought to 
maintain its authority only that it might 
have the opportunity to continue its policy 
of rapine and plunder. 


NO LARGE ARMY NEEDED. 

The only danger in connection with a war 
with Spain is that the United States may 
take a conflict with such a puny antagonist 
too seriously, and make unnecessary exer- 
tions. This country, which has become a 
Titan among nations, does not have to give 
Spain a blow with the clinched fist to pros- 
trate her. A tap with one finger is suf- 
ficient. 

It will be unnecessary for the United 
States to send more than 25,000 American 
soldiers to Cuba. The insurgents, aided by 
the American volunteers, white and black, 
who will rush to their assistance, will con- 
stitute about all the land forces that will 
be needed.

being declared the demagogues in Congress 
will raise a cry of “a great army and.a 
short war and demand that the President 
call out 500,000 men for ninety days or 
six months, and hurry them over to Cuba 
“to end the war with one blow.“ 

There is no doubt that that many men 
would volunteer at once, but they would 
have to be clothed and armed and fed. 
Transports would have to be chartered to 


that would be needed. The war would 
not last long with or without the 500,000 
men, but their pay and other expenses, while 
it did last, would amount to a pretty penny. 
The country could stand that expense, but 
it could not stand the after expenses so 
well. For soon after the war was over the 
restless demagogues in Congress would 
demand that a “ grateful country put on 
the pension rolls all the men who served in 
the war with Spain who had been hurt in 
the service or who were suffering from the 


effects of the unhealthy Cuban climate. 


Congress, fearing that to vote against 
such @ measure would offend voters, would 
pass a new pension law. Then there would 
be a rush to get on the pension rolls as there 
was a rush to enlist. The soldiers, few if 
any of whom would have seen an enemy, 
would be given pensions, to be enjoyed by 
their widows and children after they bad 
died. 
The United States can stand a war with 
Spain, whatever its expense may be, far 
more easily than it can the payment for 
about three generations of a new set of 
pensions, piled on top of those it is paying 
now. The demagogues must not be per- 
mitted to call out a vast army when none 
is needed. 

THE POSSIBILITY OF WAR. 
It is clearly within the possibilities that 
the United States may shortly be involved 
in a war with Spain. That emergency is 
recognized not alone by the people but by 
the government, as is evidenced by its un- 
mistakable preparations for war. Should 
such an emergency actually materialize 
what would be the dimensions of the war, 
what forces would be engaged, what terri- 
tory would be occupied by it, what would, 
be the strength engaged, and what would 
be the outcome? are questions of gencral 
interest. 
The outcome of such a war would largely 
depend upon the respective strength of the 
forces engaged. In the last great war, that 
between France and Germany, France 
went into the struggle with half a million 
men against Germany’s million and was 
speedily crushed. In our war of the rebel-. 
lion the South, with, comparatively speak- 
ing, half a million men, inaugurated a war 
against the North with, comparatively 
speaking, a million men, and finally was. 
forced to succumb. All other things being 
equal, two men are too strong for one man, 
and this Spain will find out speedily it it 
should rashly try the issue of war with the 
United States. 

What will be the locality of this war? 
Clearly not in Spain. The United States 
will send no troops across the Atlantic to 
attack Madrid, Barcelona, Cadiz, or any 
other Spanish city or to invade the King- 
dom of Spain, nor will it attack the faraway 
Philippines, which might involve us with 
other powers. The war will be in the imme- 
diate neighborhood of the United States, 
about as far from Key West as it is from 
Chicago to St. Joseph, across Lake Michi- 
gan. The battleground can be seen from 
the mastheads of our vessels at the Dry 
Tortugas, as the Michigan shore ean be 
seen on a fair day from the top of the 
Auditorium tower. The very center of the 
conflict will be Havana, a city about as big 
as Milwaukee, with a population of about 
300,000 people, perhaps one-fourth of them 
blacks, who are hostile to the Spaniards; 
the remainder whites, including the Span- 
ish residents, who, ofcourse, are for Spain, 
and the Cuban-born, who are mostly for 
independence. In that city the mass of the 
Spanish forces will be concentrated, and 
there will be the government of what is left 
of the Island of Cuba. Bverything will re- 
volve about the City of Havana. 

The first step, if war is declared, will be 
the capture of Havana. The fleet of the 
United States will be concentrated off that 
city and begin operations. It will not run 
into the harbor and expose itself to the 
danger which may have resulted in the ex- 
plosion of the Maine. It will take position 
within range and shell the city with its 
long-range, high-power guns. It will make 
it specially uncomfortable for Havana, not 
only by bombardment but by blockade, for 
Hayana practically has no supplies and 
lives from hand to mouth. Spain has been 
devastating the island for over two years, 
and the city is forced to live on provisions 
obtained from the United States, which will 
no longer be obtainable in case of war. It 
will be in no condition to stand the joint 
pressure of bombardment and hünger. 

Spain may muster a considerable fleet. 
It has one battleship, six cruisers of the 
first class, six of the second class, which are 
mainly available for eonvoying purposes, 
twenty-eight of the third class, and seven- 
ty-one of the fourth class, which are old 
and slow going gunboats, and thirty-eight 
torpedo boats. But the Spanish fleet will 
labor under many disadvantages if it inter- 
feres with the American. It has no coal at 
hand. All it uses it buys from France and 
England, and its nearest depot is at the 
‘Canaty Islands. On the other hand, the 
United States has an enormous supply for 
its commeréial and naval marine close at 


‘| hand, while Spain is hopelessly deficient. 


If a Spanish vessel is disabled it will be 
practically helpless, as it will be 3,000 miles 
away from its decks and repair shops. 
From its lack of coal, want of facilities for 
repairing, and its inferior strength the 
Spanish fleet will not cut much of a figure 
in case of war. 

The blockade of Havana will be the signal 
for the opening of all the Cuban ports, and 
it will then be possible to send arms, muni- 


gents instead of getting them in by stealth 
and by evading both American and Spanish 
scrutiny. Thousands of young Americans 
will also go in and take service with the in- 


insurgents will then move forward and as- 
sume the offensive. There will be no need 
of a large number of American !and forces. 
Wher the regular army was reduced one- 
half the full complement of officers was re- 
tained. That army can be doubled by fill- 
ing up to 50,000, the legitimate number.

OF WAR. 
A war with Spain, if there should be one, 
would result in the liberation of Cuba as a 
matter of course, It would have other 
consequences, ‘all of which would be of a 
most satisfactory character. 

The coast defenses of the United States 
on the Atlantic, the Pacific, and the gulf 
will be made sd perfect that even if Great 
Britain, France, and Russia were to join 
hands to assail the United States they would 
wear themselves out before they could bring 
this country to terms. A war will awaken 
Congress to a realizing sense of its duty. 
It will make those adequate appropriations 
which it has neglected so long to make. 

A war with Spain will result in this 
country having the navy it ought to have. 
Congress will not hesitate to appropriate for 
all the new ships that are needed to put the 
navy on a respectable footing. This does 
not mean that the United States will at- 
tempt to rival Great Britain in the number 
of war ships, but that it shall have a navy 
which no foreign power will cuntemn. 

In the next place, after Spain has been 


| whipped out of Cuba, and driven off the 


American continent, the United States and 
the Monroe doctrine will be viewed with 
more respect on this and the other side of 
the Atlantic. The flight of Spain from this 
hemisphere in obedience to the imperative 
mandates of the United States would have 
a special effect on the Canucks. 

When they saw that departure, the forti- 
fications that had sprung into being, and the 
new navy that was being created they 
would not be quite as high and mighty as 
they are now. They would think it a more 
serious matter to get into trouble with this 
country than they do now, and would be 
far more anxious to stand well with it. 

War has its evils, but it has its blessings 
also. A conflict with Spain to secure the 
freedom and save the lives of the surviving 
Cubans would bring with it little evil and 


much good. 


THE QUESTION OF WAR TAXATION. 

The New York Herald has a list of 
taxes which can be imposed to raise the 
additional revenue which will be needed 
in the event of a war with Spain. It men- 
tions stamp taxes on legal and commercial 
paper, taxes on proprietary medicines and 
perfumery, an income tax, and higher taxes 
on beer and tobacco, and in conelusion the 
Herald states that if these taxes do not 
produce enough revenue the eredit ot the 
United States is good, and it can borrow at 
a low rate of interest all the money it needs. 

So it can. It will have no difficulty about 
selling all the 3 per cent bonds it wishes to, 
But there will be no gecasion for selling any 
unless a large and unnecessary army sheuld 
be organized. The first act of demagogues 
in Congress, if they were allowed to run 
matters, would be to call out half a million 
men and then order bends sold to get the 
money to pay and feed them. 

If the United States does not overdo the 
business by putting forth more effort than 
is necessary it will not be obliged to sell 
any bonds, and can raise all the revenue 
that will be required without resorting to 
the multiplicity of taxes which it levied dur- 
ing the rebellion. An extra dollar a barrel 
on beer, higher taxes on tobacco, duties on 
tea and coffee, and stamp taxes on a few 
articles will produce all the revenue that 
will be needed. 

A war with a weak, bankrupt country 
like Spain, conducted, as it will be if it 
occurs, on the very borders of the United 
States, will be brief and comparatively in- 
expensive. But the cost, whatever it may 
be, should be charged up to the men who 
have tied the hands of the United States 
since hostilities began in Cuba. 

If the United States government had ree- 
ognized the insurgents as belligerents and 
had not spent millions while playing the 
part of Spanish watchdog it would have 
been better off financially and the Spaniards 
would have been driven out of Cuba by this 
time. There would be no occasion then for 
war between Spain and the United States. 
The policy of the government, dictated 
partly by a fear of war, seems to be leading 
up to war. 


MORE REVENUE NEEDED. 
The ordnance and fortifications appro- 


priation bill, as passed by the House, car- 
ried $4,100,000. But the Senate, when it 
came to act on the bill, added $4,900,000 to 
the amount. It had a more lively sense of 
the importance of pressing forward the 
coast defenses to completion as rapidly as 
possible. 

Presumably the House will concur in the 
Senate amendments. There is a much 
greater probability of war than there was 
when the bill was framed. The Maine had 
not been blown up then. 

The same cause which has swelled the 
fortifications appropriation bill is also go- 
ing to have its efféct on the naval appropri- 
ation bill. Much more money will be voted 
than if the Maine were still afloat and its 
sailors still alive. 

Nobody objects to increased appropria- 
tions for these purposes, with the possible 
exception of a few mugwumps. But while 
Congress is adding thus to the national ex- 
penditures it is adding nothing to the na- 
tional income, * falls below the ex- 
penditures now. 

- Why is Congress far-sighted in one direc- 
tion and short-sighted in another? Coast 
defenses and a navy are admirable precau- 
tions against war. But those precautions 
have to be paid for. The expenses which 
the possibility of war entails call for more 


that revenue? 

The people will pay willingly increased 
taxes which may be levied to pay for the 
defense of the coasts and to protect the 
commerce of the country. They will not 
object to paying a little more for tea or 
coffee when they know the money goes for 
ironclads and high-power guns. Cannot 
Congress understand that and act accord- 
ingly?

THE REVENUE BILL PASSED. 
Chicagoans have secured their pew as- 
sessment system. The town Assessors to 
be elected this year are the last they 
be cursed with. After this year honest 
assessments and equal taxation may 
looked for. The long struggle to get rid 
bribery and wlackmail has ended suc- 


fotencon—yeas 78, nays 60. So it had only 
one vote more than was needed. The Sen- 
ate took action after the House had voted, 
and the bill is now ready to go to the Gov- 
ernor, who will sign it with great pleasure. 

The main features of the new system 
have been mentioned frequently in Tun 
Trisune. The town Assessors in the city 
are done away with, and city assessments 
are to be made by a board of five members 
elected by the voters of the county at the 
election next fall. 

The board will assess real estate only 
once in every four years. But it will re- 
vise that assessment every year so as to 
make whatever changes are necessary by 
reason of the erection of new buildings, 
ete. 

There will be a Board of Review of three 
members, also elected by the voters of the 
county. It will have full power th raise or 
lower individual or town assessments, or 
that of the entire county, if deemed proper. 

All property is to be listed at its fair cash 
value, but one-fifth of that will be faken as 
the valuation on which all taxes are to be 
extended. The total of all the taxes levied 
must not exceed per cent on the one-fifth 
valuation, which is the same as 1 per cent 
on the fair cash value. 

This limitation on taxation, which was 
inserted iu the bill at the last moment with 
‘much difficulty, does away with the fear 
which was entertained by many Chicagoans 


on them. As the bill stands there is no 
danger of that. 

The adoption of this revenue reform meas- 
ure, which could not have been adopted at 
a regular session, is enough in itself to 
justify the Governor for having called a 
special session. But in addition to giving 
Cook County a decent assessment system 
the Legislature has passed a new primary 
election law and a Senatorial apportion- 
ment law which is not a gerrymander. It 
has acted on all the important questions 
specified in the Governor's call. 

The Legisiature has been in session longer 
than was expected, but it has done some 
good work and deserves credit therefor.

Where Spain’s Responsibility Rests in 


OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 


Case It Is Proved the Maine Was 
Destroyed by a Submarine Mine. 


Turning to Havane harbor, while there is 
no exact precedent for the supposed case of 
a mine exploded by accident or by a fanatic, 
it may be admitted that, as ex-Secretary 
Robert T. Linccin says, a country is not 
bound to “ give the ship of another nation 
information as to where and how its harbor | 
defenses are arranged.” But the case of the 
Maine was not, as we understand, that ofa 
vessel free to take its own precautions 
against attack. Had that been so there 
might be more force in Mr. Lincoln's dec- 
jaration that it entered Havana harbor 
with full knowledge that it was a fortified 
harbor and took all the chances of acci- 
dent.” On the contrary, it has been as- 
serted that, entéring the harbor on a pacific 
mission, it was conducted to a buoy of the 
government's choosing, not its own. If 
it should prove that its moorings were di- 
rectly over a submarine mine well known 
to the government when it chose the site, 
and afterward exploded either by accideht 
or by the design of fanatics, whether be- 
cause improperly arranged or because that 
particular mine could be exploded by mis- 
creants on the shore, should we not be Me- 
ly to find negligence of the authorities, 
which combined with tWeir choice of the an- 
chomage, made them responsible for the re- 
sults? 

The case of Spanish military or naval of- 


course, too clear for argument. On the 
other hand, if some unofficial person blew 
up the Maine by a machine, for example, 
carried on board and connected with a time 
fuse, Spain would not be responsible, be- 
cause the ship was our territory, exclusive- 
ly under our policing, and the crime would 
be the same as If perpetrated while the chip 
was at Key West. 

But when it comes either to a harbor mine | 
planted by the government or to a torpedo 
such as only governments employ, the use 
of such appliances to blow up the Maine be- 
comes a different matter. In that case no 
mere Gisavowal of complicity by Spain, such 

of course would be made, would be likely 
to relieve her from any demand which our

had control, in a harbor solely under her 
jurisdiction, would be by our gov- 
ernment as contributory negligence, to say 
the least, like that for which we held Chile 
responsibie.—_N.

Vassar College has been in existence 
thirty-one years; Wellesley College and 
Smith have been graduating large classes 
for a score of years. Their graduates are 
now the heads of homes, librarians, doctors, 
private secretaries.

Mrs. Harriet Beechér Stowe is possibly the 
most famous, but Mrs. Stowe did her great 
work long before Vassar College was found- 
ed. Mrs. Stowe’s biographer, Mrs. Fields, 
has an enviable reputation, but she has no 
college degree. Of the women of America 
Mrs. Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward is cer- 
tainly as distinguished as any one. 

But her scholastic education was limited 
to her father’s house and the scholarly at- 
mosphere of Andover Hill. Neither Sarah 
Orne Jewett nor Mary E. Wilkins is 
a college graduate. Octave Thanet” is 
a graduate of the Abbott Academy at An- 
dover, which was simply a finishing 
school or a preparatory school for college. 
Miss Putnam has written well upon Dutch 
history. Vida Scudder enjoyed the rich ad- 
vantages of a professorship at Wellesley 
College, as does Katherine Lee Bates.

Men Needed for the Navy. 

One of the plain lessons of the hour is that 
the country ought to have the means of 
sending to sea at least all the ships of the 
navy now built or repairing for service. Yet 
this it could not do, because it has not the 
crews nor the authority for enlisting them. 

For years we have been compelled to re- 
sort to the device of putting some ships out 
of commission in order to put others in com- 
mission. Secretary Herbert was anxious to 
establish a regular reserve system, but 
found it practically impossible to do so, as 
the Venezuela and other troubles made it 
necessary to use all our available ships. At 
length the Columbia and Minneapolis were 
put in reserve, and most wisely, for these 
big cruisers require large complements, and 
are yet unarmored and of comparatively 
small battery power, so that their crews 
could be better utilized elsewhere. But 
plans were lately made to lay up also in re- 
serve the Terror and the Monadnock; and 
who will say that such vessels as these, with 
their armor and their ten-inch guns, should 
not be available at short notice? : 

While our navy is as small as now, and 
until our foreign relations are less ominous, 
a reserve is not the best place for any of 
our heavily armed fighting ships. Yet in 
order that the Navy department may do 
what it desires, and what the country needs, 
it must have more men. Congress should 
give it the authority required for this pur- 


pose.—Ex.

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 24.—Judge John A. 
Williams in the United States Circuit Court 
today refused to grant a temporary injunc- 
tion against the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe railroad, as a member of the Southwest- 
ern Traffic: bureau, to prevent it from boy- 
cotting the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
railway.

GAN SUSPEND A LAW 


Interstate Commerce Commis- 
Sion Gives Authority. 


COMPETITION TO BE MET. 


Pacific Lines Need Not Obey Long 
and Short Haul Clause. 


RETALIATION IS TO FOLLOW. 


Word was received yesterday that the 
Interstate Commerce commission has grant- 
ed the petition for a suspension of the long 
and short haul clause of the Interstate com- 
merce act to cover all territory without 
restriction to enable the American lines to 
meet Canadian Pacific competition. In 
making this last onslaught upon its Amer- 
ican competitors the Canadian Pacific evi- 
dently counted upon the inability of these 
lines to meet its ratés on account of the 
restrictions imposed upon them by the long 
and short haul clause of the Interstate com- 
merce law. Had it believed that the com- 
mission would come so promptly to the res- 
cue of the American roads it is not believed 
that it would have conjured up such a con- 
flict as is now in progress. 

The Canadian line is sure to come out of 
the little end of the horn and lose all the 
Important privileges heretofore accorded 
it by its competitors, and especially the 
privilege of differential rates. All the roads 
are agreed that this war has decided for- 
ever the differential rate question and that 
hereafter the Canadian Pacifit will have 
to do its business in which other roads are 
interested on exactly the same terms as its 
competitors. 

Another danger threatens the Canadian 
Pacific as a result of its war upon its Amer- 
ican competitors. Resolutions have been 
adopted by the Chamber of Commerce of 
Portland, Ore., urging Congress to with- 
draw the bonding privilege from the Cana- 
dian Pacific and great pressure is being 
brought to bear from other sources to the 
same end. 

No definite plan of action was adopted by 
the meeting of General Passenger Agents of 
the Western roads. A special committee was 
appointed consisting of representatives of 
the Denver and Rio Grande, Union Pacific, 
Northern Pacific, Burlington, Chicago Great 
Western, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and Rock 
Island roads, and will report to the meeting 
this morning a feasible plan for meeting the 
Canadian Pacific's competition without an- 
tagonizing any of the roads in interest. 

The Grand Trunk officials have made an 
arrangement with the Great Northern rail- 
way and will meet whatever rates the 
Canadian Pacific has made to the West, 
without allowing for the differential. It is 
expected that the Canadian Pacific wil 
further reduce rates to the West, and if se 
the Grand Trunk will meet them. 


Extra Fare on Fast Trains. 


Extra fare will be charged on the fast 
trains between Chicago and Denver. The 
President of the various roads in interest 
held a meeting yesterday and concluded that 
it would be better to accept that proposition 
than to give a differential rate to the lines 
unable to run fast trains or engage in a 


| rate war, which the Santa Fé was deter- 


mined to inaugurate if the fast train ques- 
tion was not satisfactorily adjusted. The 
amount of the extra fare has not yet been 
determined. It will be either $2 or $3. This 
matter is to fixed by the General Passenger 
Agents. The Rock Island will, as soon as it

MAYOR’S BOOK “A PIPE DREAM.” 


Is Not Going to Write a Vol- 
ume About It. 


There was a story in circulation last night 
that Mayor Carter H. Harrison was going 
to write a book. A volume was shortly to 
issue containing an elaborate explanation of 
the Mayor’s financial views, to convince 
the people that the author was firmly com- 
mitted to free silver at 16 to 1. It was to 
be distributed about the State for cam- 

purposes, though there was also to be 
an edition de lux for whomsoever wanted 
to put the volume on his library shelf. 

According to the report, the new book was 
to be short and to the point, with an argu- 
ment so simple that even the most perverse 
Democrat could not see the Mayor’s finan- 
cial views awry. It was to be profusely 
illustrated, though what the pictures were to 
represent the report did not specify. 

It was a good story, but the Mayor spoiled 
it early by declaring that it was a pipe 
dream.”’ 

It is very amusing to me to see certain 
newspapers continually doubting my fealty 
to free silver,“ said the Mayor.

DODD VICTIM NO. 2 FREE. 


DETECTIVE sEES' ANOTHER OF HIS 
‘PRISONERS RELEASED, 


Locks Up J. A. nenntee on Four War- 
rants and Gets a Continuance, but 
Jastice Martin Dismisses Two 
Charges and the Others Are Nollé 
Prossed—Details of the Affair—Pris- 
oner Complains of His Treatment— 
Is Carted from Station to Station. 


Detective Dodd of detective headquarters 
saw another one of his cases dismissed be- 
fore Justice Martin yesterday morning after 
a month spent in working it up, having it 
continued, and collecting evidence. He had 
served four warrants on J. A. McEntee, an 
electrical engineer who lives at 480 Warren 
avenue and has an office at room 208, 59 
Dearborn street. Two of these cases were 
dismissed as soon as Justice Martin heard 
the prosecution and the other two were 
nollie prossed. 

The court did t censure Dodd in this 
case hecause there was nothing to show 
that Dodd had done anythingsmore than the 
work which fell to him in the ordinary 
routine, but the fact remains that the de- 
tective has taken a lively interest in the 
case, has been seen often with the principal 
complainant, and secured one continuance 
by representing that he could produce a 
witness. whom he charged the defense with 
not wanting brought into court. Af ter all his 
work there was found to be absolutely no 
grounds for criminal action. ' 

Two warrants were sworn out by Mrs. 
Emily . Elliott, charging Mentee with ob- 
taining money under false pretenses and is- 
suing false certificates of stock; another 
warrant was sworn out by James Wilde & 
Co., charging him with passing a forged 
check; and still another by H. W. Jones 
for obtaining money under false pretenses. . 
McEntee was arrested on Jan. 14 by a uni- 
formed policeman, who had been asked to 
apprehend him by Mrs. Elliott, who said 
Dodd had a warrant. The warrant was 
afterwards read and McEntee locked up at 
the Harrison Street Station. Dodd tried later 
to have him locked up at detective head- 
quarters, but he was sent back by the officers 
in charge there. The next day two more of 
the warrants were served, and on Jan. 17 
the last one was read to McEntee. 

McEntee’s story is that Mrs. Elliott, whom 
he had known several years ago, met him in 
a street car and asked his help in securing | 
some property which had been sold by a 
master in chancery.. He took her to an 
attorney, who advanced $125 for her equity. 
Of this money she loaned him $65 on his note, 
and in return for the favor he presented her 
with twenty-five shares of stock in the 
United States Electric Advertising company, 
in which he is interested. This was in No- 
vember, and on Jan. 14 he was arrested. 

The Wilde warrant resulted from a check 
for $5.70 which he received from Professor 
L. Christie, a language teacher in Handel 
Hall, and had cashed at the clothing house. 

It was returned by the bank, and as the 
professor could not be found the warrant 
was taken out for McEntee’s arrest. The 
Jones case was never heard from again, and 
according to McEntee was the result of a 
misunderstanding. The Wilde case was also 
nolle prossed. 

MaEntee also charged that Dodd so con- 
fused things that he was transferred from 
Harrison Street Station to detective head- 
quarters and then to the County Jail, and 
that by reason of this his friends, who had 
secured a bail bond from Justice Foster at 
2 o'clock on the afternoon following his 
arrest, could not secure his release until 10 
o'clock that nig He also complains that 
he has been unable to secure some of the: 
papers which Dodd took from him. These, 
however, Lieutenant Perry, who isin charge 
at detective headquarters, says are held by 
him under instructions from the Law de- 
partment. 


FIGHTS BOILER LICENSE FEE. 


u U. Critchell Goes to Court in Opposi- 
tion to Inspection of His Flat 
Building Heater.

R. 8. Critchell, the insurance man, has 
given his word that he will never pay the 
city license fee for the inspection of a boiler 
in his building at Cottage Grove avenue 
and Groveland Park. Mayor says 


he will. 
Mr. Critchell was taken before Justice 
Gibbons yesterday afternoon by the City 
Prosecutor. He was there fully represent- 
ed by lawyers and witnesses to prove that 
the boiler in his building was not dangerous, 
that it. was set to blow off at five pounds 
pressure, and could not explode. The city 
asked a continuance, Mr. Critchell said, to 
tire him out. He insisted going to 
trial, and then the city t a non-suit, 
with the threat that Mr. Critchell would be 
sued again right speedily. 4 
Tam going to fight this outrage of being 
taxed $5 a year to support a lot of political 
heelers clear to the Supreme Court,” said 
Mr. Critchell, “if that Is necessary. I pay 
taxes of $4,000 a year on my business and 
very high real estate taxes, but this addition 
of $5 is the last straw. If I got any good 
out of it the case would be different, but 
there is no excuse for the farce of inspect- 
ing low pressure boilers except that ft gives | 
money to a lot of fellows at the City Hall. 
That ordinance will not hold, and I know 
it. You cannot legally discriminate in fa- 
or of residences against other kinds of 
buildings using the same thing for heating, 
as this ordinance does. If a low pressure 
bofler in a house is not dangerous, then 
the same kind of a boiler in a flat building 
is not dangerous,” 8 
Mayor Harrison said the ordinance, as ap- 
plied to flat buildings, would be enforced. 
Low pressure boilers were dangerous and 
ought to be inspected. The safety valve 
could be fastened down and the pressure run 
up to 150 pounds if the boilers would stand 
it. The Mayor did not say how the city 
inspection prevented weighting down the 
safety valve. 
As soon as the inspectors get to work, de- 
manding their fee of $5 for the inspection 
of every low pressure boiler in the number- 
less small flat buildings of two and three 
stories all over town, there will be a storm 
of protests. 


Suit. Against Inspector Schaack and 
Other Police Officials for $10,- 
000 Damages Fails. 


John Bailey, who at the time of the miur- 
der of Carey B. Birch was held three days 
on suspicion, failed to get a verdict for 
damages in his suit brought against In- 
spector Schaack and several other officers, 
whom he sued for false arrest. The case 
was tried before Judge Smith and within 
five minutes after the jury retired yester- 
day a verdict in favor of the defendants was 
returned. 

Bailey sued to recover $10,000, naming the 
following police officers as defendants:

Before the case was given to the jury 
Judge Smith ruled that there was no testi- 
mony by which any of the officers, with the 
exception of Lieutenant Jurs and Sergeant 
Gleason, could be held liable, and his in- 
structions were that a verdict of not guilty 
be returned as to those defendants.
